Increase Based 
On Performance

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert received a 9 
percent raise from the school committee 
Tuesday night, based on his performance 
and in an effort to bring him more in line 
with his counterparts in other commu- 
nities. 

The unanimous vote brought his salary 
to $48,000 for the year beginning July 1. 

By the same token, the committee 
upped the salary of Asst. Supt. Charles 
Mitsakos to $38,000, an 8 percent increase, 
and gave him a one-time, $1,000 bonus. 

School Chairman Joseph Finn, in ex- 
plaining Seifert’s raise, said the commit- 
tee had met privately to discuss his 
performance, and again with the superin- 
tendent to discuss his strengths and weak- 
nesses. 

While he ‘‘has his shortcomings as all of 
us do,’ Finn said that ‘‘as a superinten- 
dent, he’s one of the best you can find. 

‘‘We felt his performance was some- 
where between excellent and outstand- 
ing. 

Finn particularly cited Seifert’s hand- 
ling of he Proposition 2'2 problems in 
recent months 

Prop. 2% ‘‘had potential for far-reach- 
ing and long-lasting negative impact,” 
Finn said, and added that the committee 
was ‘‘very appreciative’ of the way Sei- 
fert had responded. 

‘We expected it from him,” he con- 
cluded, ‘but it was no small accomplish- 
ment.” 

Finn also said that Andover has one of 
the finest school systems in the state, if 
not in the country, and that ‘‘a lot is due to 
the superintendent. He does have his 
shortcomings, and we have let him know 
them.” 

Finn said the committee had also stud- 
ied the salaries of superintendents in simi- 
lar socio-economic communities in Essex 
and Middlesex counties. Seifert was sixth 
out of 16 in salary, Finn said, and they 
didn’t feel that was appropriate for the 
type of school system Andover has. The 
raise, he said, brings Seifert ‘‘close’’ to 
where he should be. 

For example, projected salary for the 
superintendent of Chelmsford is $51,000; 
Concord-Carlisle, $49,000; Lincoln-Sud- 
bury, $48,000: and Belmont, $48,000. 


Finn said the committee also felt that .

American history can sometimes be a 
dry and dusty subject for young students 
With that in mind, the Andover Historical 
Society and public schools have teamed up 
to take fifth-graders beyond their text- 
books, ‘‘past the cliches’’ and into the 
reality of everyday life in Andover during 
the early 1800s 

‘“‘Textbooks can be pretty rigid,’’ 
Marsha Rooney, historical society direc- 
tor/curator points out. “‘American history 
seems to go from war to war. So I think we 
tend to think of history as our parents’ 
generation and our grandparents’ genera- 
tion — and everything else is colonial,” 
she adds, laughing. 

The society's new local history program 
tries to ‘bring history to life for chil- 
dren,’’ explains Susan Harris, chairman of 
the society's volunteer children’s educa- 
tion committee, by focusing on work and 
community life in Andover from 1800 to 
1850 

Fifth-graders seem to be at ‘‘a wonder- 
ful age’’ to absorb the two-hour, hands-on 
program, Harris observes. ‘‘They seem 
very receptive. We have their attention 
the whole time.” 

The innovative program combines a 
tour of the society’s museum, the Amos 
Blanchard house on Main Street, with 
stops at five “activity stations’ set up in 
the adjoining barn. Each station offers a 
look at one aspect of work or community 
life in nineteeth-century Andover, along 
with a chance for the youngsters to try 
their hands at a related activity. The en 
tire program is tailored to fit the limited 
time available — and young attention 
spans 

The cooperation of teachers in prepar- 
ing their students for the tour is vital, 
Rooney says. The society wanted teachers 
to introduce the program in the class- 
room. so the children would not view it as 
‘just a field trip.” 

Five classes, one from each public 
school, have just completed a successful 
pilot run of the new program, which will 
be opened to an estimated 20 to 25 public, 
orivate and parochial fifth-grade classes

As an observer of, and often active par- 
ticipant in, the democratic process, both 
Town Meeting and town government in 
Andover, I disagree with your June 11 
editorial entitled PERILOUS TIMES. 

Perilous Times is an over statement. We 
have operated for many years without a 
director of Development and Planning.

Andover already has, an effective sys- 
tem for ensuring a random selection of 
jurors, Salter indicates. But in other com- 
munities across the state, municipal offi- 
cials have not always been able to get a 
true cross-section of the community into 
the jury pool. 

The attorney general was prompted to 
establish clear guidelines for jury selec- 
tion by the case of Commonwealth v. Bas- 
tarache, originally tried in Franklin 
county. In that November 1980 case, a 
defense attorney successfully appealed a 
manslaughter conviction and also charged 
that young adults, ages 18 to 34, were 
inadequately represented on the Basta- 
rache jury 

Although the Supreme Judicial Court 
rejected the challenge to the jury system, 
the justice instructed the attorney general 
to draw up written procedures for compil- 
ing jury lists, to ensure that a random 
selection process was followed throughout 
the state. Bellotti appointed the commit- 
tee to draw up those guidelines in January. 

In Andover, Salter explains, names of 
prospective jurors are drawn from the 
town's data processing records of resi- 
dents 18 or older. The names of 300 to 500 
eligible to serve are typed on slips of 
paper and dropped into a wooden ballot 
box: for the next three years, these names 
comprise Andover’s jury pool 

Whenever the local courts in Lawrence, 
Salem or Newburyport call for jurors 
from Andover, the selectmen draw names 
from the ballot box during a regular public 
meeting After each drawing, the pool 
diminishes. And after three years, those in 
the pool whether their names were 
drawn or not — will not be placed in the 
pool again‘for at least three years 

Residents in the pool are also sent ques- 
tionnaires to help the town clerk deter- 
mine if they qualify for jury duty, which is 
the ‘‘most difficult’ aspect of the process 
Salter says 

For example, state law requires that 
jurors be ‘‘of good moral character” and 
have no criminal record. ‘‘But how do you 
decide what is good moral character?” 
the clerk asks. ‘What may have been a no- 
no 25 years ago is not considered of any 
consequence in this era.’’ And a criminal 
offense of many years ago may have no 
bearing on a person's current character 
and standing in the community 

The town clerk, therefore, must use 
‘‘good, non-biased judgment” in reviewing 
the jurors’ applications. Salter also deter- 
mines who may be exempted from jury 
duty due to hardship. 

But the final decision is always left to 
the judge, he notes, so eyen if the town 
mistake.”’ Of his 
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own instincts, Salter says, ‘I’ve always 
felt, personally, that if I were to stand 
trial, I'd like to trust my fate to a good 
cross-section of people who could make a 
good judgment.” 

When applied to jury selection, the term 
‘‘random”’ simply means that every resi- 
dent iias an equal chance of being chosen 
for the pool. Unlike Andover, some com- 
munities use methods that prevent a truly 
random selection — and these are the 
methods the guidelines are intended to 
correct. 

In some municipalities, for instance, a 
resident may ask a Selectman to put his or 
her name in the pool. Volunteering for 
jury duty is against the law, and may 
result in fines for both the volunteer and 
the official who complies. 

Other common mistakes are drawing 
names from a voter registration list, and 
choosing every other name on the list for 
the pool. The guidelines recommend that a 
street list be used, rather than a voting 
list, because not everyone eligible for jury 
duty may be registered to vote. And choos- 
ing every other name on a street list could 
reduce the chance that a husband and 
wife, or parent and child, might be called. 

The committee's guidelines recommend 
the following method of random selection: 
using a street list, a municipality deter- 
mines how many residents are eligible for 
jury duty, and each of these residents is 
assigned a number. The municipal offi- 
cials then inform their county jury com- 
missioner of how many people are on the 
list, and how many jurors will probably be 
needed. 

The jury commissioner then ‘‘shuffles”’ 
a list of numbers by computer, and sends 
back a random sequence of numbers equal 
to the number of jurors needed. If the 
town estimates it will need five jurors, for 
example, the commissioner may send 
back the numbers 9, 6, 4, 8, 3. The resident 
who has been assigned the number 9 will 
then be the first juror called, and number 
6, the second, and so on. 

Once the jury commissioner sends the 
list of numbers, local officials deal only 
with those numbers — not names — and so 
have no idea who they are selecting. Resi- 
dents of any age or sex or those belonging 
to the same family then all have an equal 
chance of:being placed in the pool 

The committee's guidelines also offer 
local officials advice on determining if 
prospective jurors are qualified to serve, 
and whether it would be a hardship for 
them to serve. The committee’s report 
warns that certain categories of residents 
such as students or the self-employed 
should not be automatically exempted 
Such decisions are better made by the 
judge, the report concludes 

Those who are eligible for exemptions 
likewise should not be systematically ex- 
cluded by a local official, the committee 
found. Residents over age 70 and mothers 
of children under age 15 may choose to be 
exempted, but it is important that the 
choice be left to the individual 

Because local officials like the town 
clerk are ‘the backbone for making this 
thing work,” the attorney general will 
hold a series of regional meetings with 
local officials during the summer to dis- 
cuss the new guidelines, Salter says. Bel- 
lotti has. asked him to take part, in those

A Good Town Meeting 


Another annual town meeting has been assigned to the 
history books and it must be placed in the class of being 
a good one for Andover. 

When the agenda was originally drawn up several 
weeks ago, it could be observed at that time that 
interest in the community’s annual business session 
could be rather dull and drab. 

But, as is often the case, things have a way of chang- 
ing and before the gavel brought the meeting to order on 
opening night, interest had peaked on a number of items 
which will have a bearing on the town for years to 
come. 

The welcoming of Digital to the Dascomb-Frontage 
road area, will of course, be beneficial to the town’s tax 
base as well as to the economy of the entire area. 
Granting an additional $2 million to the school building 
project will insure a new secondary educational plant 
which will satisfy the town’s needs for the future as well 
as updating the facilities to meet modern educational 
needs. 

Rejection for the second time of a multi-family hous- 
ing, or condominium, bylaw was somewhat surprising, 
yet a decision representative of the town. 

Approval of protection from condominium conver- 
sion, while still to be tested, conforms to a modern 
trend in many communities where senior citizens ap- 
pear threatened by loss of apartments. 

In all, there was the usual pleasant blend of items, a 
little something to interest all areas of the community, 
despite the absence of mosquitoes and dogs among the 
issues to be decided. 

Budgets were approved with little or no debate, in- 
cluding the school department expenditures which in 
more recent years has produced considerable debate 

and discussion before ultimate approval. 

Apparently Andover residents, prepared to conform 


to the demands of Proposition 24, willing to sacrifice 
some services and ready to continue others through 
user fees, were agreeable that town administrators had 
done their homework well before coming to the town for 
approval. 

In general, it was a job well done. But before consign- 
ing the 1981 session to the records, it is advisable to 
commend the residents of the community who took the 
time to attend to the town’s business. 

It is a difficult and busy time of year for many, yet 
there was sufficient numbers on each of the evenings, to 
produce the necessary quorum for business to be trans- 
acted. ine 

The weather on some evenings was hardly conducive 
to good attendance plus staying on until adjournment, 
but Andover residents stayed with it until the entire 
agenda was completed. 

On one particularly hot, humid evening, a large num- 
ber of senior citizens had appeared to act on the condo- 
minium conversion bylaw. When the vote was taken, 
Moderator James Doherty pleaded with the group to 
remain in order that other articles could be acted upon, 
and they stayed until the 10:30 p.m. adjournment time. 
It was a fine display of civic duty by a group which 
obviously was primarily interested in the single item. 
single item. 

The same situation existed on the final night of the 
session when the primary interest was in the additional 
funds for the school building project. The moderator 
again requested the voters to remain, and they stayed 
on to enact street acceptances and other routine items 
necessary to complete the agenda and make the meet- 
ing official. 

It was an example of the community spirit which has 
made Andover such a well-run community over the 
years and one of which the townspeople can be proud.

For some reason, military 
golf courses in Germany are 
referred to as “golf facili- 
ties.”’

We are. pleasantly

The senator, who is also 
an Air Force reserve gener- 
al, has joined with his liberal 
Democratic colleague, How- 
ard Metzenbaum of Ohio, to 
launch a campaign against 
waste in the Defense 
Department.

The committee also gave Mitsakos’ 
raise a unanimous vote.

have come off.’ The society is currently 
seeking more adults who would like to act 
as interpreters next year. 


Society volunteer Debbie Brent got the 
pilot tours off to a lively start by assigning 
authentic nineteenth-century identities to 
each child (an idea Rooney says was bor- 
rowed from Mary Flynn of the North An- 
dover Historical Society). 

“This gave them some laughs, because 
some of the kids were husband and wife, 
for instance, and as they toured the house, 
they looked for ‘their’ portraits or ‘their’ 
names,” Rooney explains. ‘‘We also gave 
them the person's address, so they could 
go see ‘their’ house later with their paren- 
ts if they wanted to.” 


The brief tour of the house helped ease 
the children into the 1800s’ atmosphere, 
she says, giving them ‘‘a general feeling 
for the period.’ Rooney, Harris and Brent 
led three groups of children through the 
upstairs and downstairs rooms, pointing 
out furnishings, wallpaper, portraits and 
details such as needlework adorning the 
walls. 


‘‘We like to introduce kids to the decora- 
tive arts — we find they're really inter- 
ested in them,’’ Rooney observes. 


“They're really good at looking at de- 
tails... And exhibits like the faded dolls 
grouped in a corner of a child's room help 
prove it's untrue that ‘‘kids never had 
time to play,’ she points out. ‘‘It wasn’t 
all drudgery. And it wasn’t all perfect, 
either.” 

At the end of the house tour the inter- 
preters took over, dividing each class into

example of a preserved fruit. (‘Most of 
them didn't like it,” Rooney says. ) 

Then it was on to the barn, and a station 
set up to resemble a general store. The 
large room is lined with shelves and cab- 
inets: a wood stove and barrels of rice, 
crackers, and apples sit in the center of 
the room. The items ‘‘for sale’’ include 
fabric and spices, honey and licorice, 
china and baskets — ‘‘things you couldn't 
make,’ Rooney explains. In one corner, a 
‘notice board” is posted with a list of 
residents who have mail waiting at the 
post office and real estate offerings, along 
with other news. 

At this station, interpreter Diane Climo 
described how farmers and homeowners 
bartered with the storekeeper to buy the 
items they could not produce, exchanging 
goods and services. The children picked up 
an old quill pen to sign their names in a 
ledger book (now decorated with several 
inky blotches) where Climo noted their 
exchanges — apples for codfish, for exam- 

le. 

: Firefighting provided the theme for the 
next station, manged by Jan Sagaser. The 
children reenacted a meeting of the 
Friendly Fire Society because, in the ear- 
ly 1800s, there was no municipal fire de- 
partment — firefighters were all 
volunteers 

The children gathered in the room domi- 
nated by a ‘hand tub” fire engine that 
once belonged to the Bradlee mills in 
Ballardvale, as they studied the fire socie- 
ty's bylaws and held an election. They also 
learned the firefighting technique of pass- 
ing fire buckets from hand to hand. 

Holly Plamondon welcomed the stu- 
dents to the next station — the farm. 
There, in a room filled with tools and 
equipment, the interpreter described the 
farmer's work and the duties of a farmer's 
children. She explained how equipment 
such as plows, seeders and wheelbarrows 
were used, and the children acted out 
chores, with some playing the roles of 
horses and cows. They also got a close-up 

look at a hay loft and stalls. 

The last stop, upstairs in the loft, was a 
printer's shop, complete with a small hand 
press ‘‘very generously loaned by Town 
Printers.’ Rooney says. Interpreter Mari- 
lyn Burns showed the visitors a book print- 
ed by Andover printers Flagg and Gould, 
and told them the story of Timothy Flagg, 
who apprenticed for seven years to learn 
his trade. 

The students got to set metal type, roll 
ink over -the press, and pull their own 
examples of a hand-printed flyer. They 
also learned how to fold and stitch togeth- 
er a small booklet to take home with them. 

“The worst part was trying to limit it 
down to five stations.’ Rooney says. The

society may come up with additional sta- 
tions and alternate them with the current 
ones, to keep the program fresh and flexi- 
ble. 

Harris adds that the society may create 
a similar program for adults, ‘‘now that 
we've done the research, and that a 
‘modified version’ will be offered to the 
public on the morning of June 27, while the 
annual sidewalk bazaar is in full swing. 

Teachers Barbara Crouch of South 
School and Charlie Donovan of West El- 
ementary, whose classes were . among 
those that participated in the pilot pro- 
gram, agree that their students enjoyed 
the program enormously. ‘“They loved it,” 
Crouch says. ‘I had them write specific 
things about it afterwards, and some of 
them liked the farm best, some of them 
liked the kitchen — a few of them liked 
everything. ~ 


Donovan, who also had his students _ 


write about the experience and then talk 
about it with other classes, calls the pro- 
gram ‘‘very worthwhile’ because it ‘‘re- 
inforces a great deal of what we've been 
discussing this year. It was a very positive 
experience. 

Her students ‘‘loved writing with a quill 
pen, loved using the apple corer — they 
liked being involved most of all,’ Crouch 
says. And both teachers have high praise 
for the interpreters: ‘‘They really did a 
super job of explaining everything and 
answering questions.’ Donovan says. 

“They each knew what they were talk- 
ing about, and they looked as though they 
were enjoying it.’ Crouch adds. *‘I think 
that really helped the kids to enjoy it.” 

Rooney says she hopes the program will 
help make schoolchildren ‘‘more aware” 
of the historical society as ‘‘a community 
resource’; it may in fact help accomplish 
that goal. ‘I think the kids were surprised 
to find so much history there, so close to 
home,’ Donovan explains. ‘‘Just a small 
percentage had ever been there.”

educational meetings. 

Andover, along with the rest of Essex 
county, may soon find itself in an entirely 
new jury system, Salter says — one that 
has been used in Middlesex county as an 
experiment for more than two years. 

Under the Middlesex county system, 
exemptions from jury duty are truly rare: 
Doctors and lawyers are called as often as 
any other citizen. But under this system, 
unique in the entire nation, everyone 
called is asked to serve only one day or one 
trial. If not called on the first day, a 
citizen has fulfilled the obligation; if a 

” citizen is called to serve on a'trial, it will 
probably end within three days. 

This is in stark contrast to the often 
frustrating traditional system, in which a 
prospective juror may wait day after day 
for up to a month and never be chosen for 
a trial. 

In addition, if it is impossible for a 
resident to serve when called — a student 
in the middle of a semester, for instance 
— that resident may simply inform the 
court of when he or she expects to report 
for jury duty. 

Citizens can even fulfill their obligation 
to serve by making a telephone call to the 
court in the morning to see if they will be 
needed — and if not, they have served 
their duty, without even travelling to the 
courthouse, Salter says. 

There is currently legislation in the 
works that would put Essex county in this 
system, and it could become effective as 
early as next year, Salter reports. ‘‘I real- 
ly look forward to us being in the Middle-

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sex system — it’s a good one,”’ he says. 
‘There will be a lot more people serving 
on juries. It alleviates a lot of problems.” 

As town clerk, Salter is responsible for 
supervising elections, keeping all town 
records, acting as clerk to the selectmen 
in their role as licensing board, processing 
all licenses, and serving on the board of 
registrars. 

And in addition to serving as president 
of the state Clerk’s Association, he is the 
immediate past president of the New En- 
gland City and Town Clerks Association, 
and served for five years on the elections 
committee of the International Institute of 
Municipal Clerks (1.1.M.C.) 

The town clerk's office has come a long 
way in the past several years, Salter says:
